What are the Government going to 
do about the dry dockl We jDresume 
that application has been made to the 
Dominion Government for authority 
tb"-draw on the Ottawa treasury for 
tbQ:8lim .of §250,000 promised in lieu 
of the-guarantee of interest on tiie cost 
of the dock. The Dominion Govern- 
ment would appear disposed to recog- 
nize the just claims.of British Colum- 
bia, and the foHovdng remarks of the 
Pall Mall Gazette show how anxious 
the British Government are to have 
their naval station on tlie Pacifiu well 
equipped with everything . needful for 
the protection and repair of their ship- 
ping. Such being the case this Gov- 
ernment might with perfect" propriety 
and reasonalile hope of success press on 
the British Government the importance 
of completing the dock as an Imperial 
work and erecting fortifications 
at Esquimau. Says tho Gazette: — 
"TheKussian armored man-of-.wor,Min- 
in, arrived at Kiel a few davs ago from 
Cfronstadt, having left tho latter port 
before she was quite ready for soa, in 
in order to avoid the pos.siliility of be- 
ing frozen in for the .season. A.t Kiel 
she is to complete her preparations, and 
is-then, it is I'eported, to proceed to tho 
north-west coast of America. Should 
this prove to be tlie case the Russian 
squadron in tho Pacific will be rein- 
forced by a ship most powerfully arm- 
oured both offensively and defensi\ oly. 
This fact is worthy of being noted, 
since, as we have repeatedly pointed 
out, our wealth in the Pacific, our 
naval stores and su]i[)ly of coal, lie 
literally unprotected on tho beach, a 
prize for any Power to snatch from us. 
There is no single fortification on Van- 
couver Island — a small battery is, we 
believe, being constructed, but is not 
yet completed— and the only troops 
available consist of a score or so of 
local militia, poorly equipped and in- 
differently trainrd. Tiie largest man- 
of-war and only Engli:.ii ironclad in the 
Pacific is the Triumph, a vessel launch- 
ed in ISjS, ofj6,660 tons displacement, 
armoured about tho water-Hue and on 
the batteries with 8-inch plates, and 
carrying ten 9 inch 12-tou guns, and a 
complement of 150 of all ranks. The 
Minin, on tlie other hand, has a dis- 
placement of 5, G50 tons only ; but she 
carries an armament .of four 11-inch 
2S-tOD guus, throwing projectiles 
weighing fiOO lbs., in a central battery 
98 ft. long, rising 10 ft. above the 
water-line, is protected by armour 12 
inches thick resting on li-l-inch wooden 
backing, and has a crew of 500 all 
told;?i.. ■

It is impossible that this scandalous 
matter should be allowed to i-est where 
it is. Shielded (as he fondly tliinks) 
froni tho legal consequences of his 
words, Mr. Evaxs has seen fit to oirei- 
tp:.;.the • Judiciary of tho Province a 
grievous and unparalleled insult, the 
most outrageous ever offered to a sim- 
ilar body of men in the world. We 
doubt if history can furnish an instance 
when, without the slightest ground on 
which to found tho accusation, a legisla- 
tor has stood up in the House and, in- 
voking the protection which it is sup- 
posed an Act of Parliament throws about 
him, has flung a grave charge of cor- 
ruption against men •whose purity has 
never before been called in question. 
We have said that there is not the 
slightest foundation for the charge. We 
go further and state that tho member 
for Cariboo, if he did not coin tho 
charge from his prolific brain, has been 
made a vehicle for tho disseniina- 
tion-of slander by a per.sou or per.5ons 
who, having felt the lislter draw with 
no good opinion of the law, seek to 
wound the feelings of one of the learned 
Judges by assailing his ifltegrity aiTd 
that of his family. The Judged owe it 
to themselves and the country to ferret 
oat'-'the originator of thi^ scandalous 
accusation. Mr. Evaxs is said 
to have stated outside the House that 
he has good authority for all he .said. 
Leii'him produce his authority. Let 
him- name the man or men who pump- 
ed his empty mind full of fal.sehoofl and 
venom and sent him into the legisla- 
tive hall to discharge it, or acknowledge 
that the calumny originated witli liiui 
and tender a frank apology. He says, 
in the report we haVe quoted, that he 
will "make no retraction." We earn- 
estly hope .it will be shown that he 
canrioii'^cbntinue to violate truth or 
defy all law and decency, and then 
sneak behind an Act of Parli.aiU'Ui to 
shield himself or tlioso who crammed 
him from well-merited punishment. 
The Government have announced their 
irresponsibility for the slander, and , it 
now. romaihs to be ascertained whether 
the extraordinary privileges behind 
which Mr. Evans imagines himself 
"hedged" really e.xist, and whotlicr lie 
-mav not be dragged to the bar of 
Justice to answer for his ofi'ence or 
made' to disclose the names of liis in- 



the kind was noc taken earlier. Under 
the terms of the union British Colum- 
bia was allowed to retain her own tai- 
ifl' until overland railway construction 
had been accomplished; but in 1872 
that right was withdrawn at the re- 
quest of tho Local Legislature; and we 
have since been subject to the same 
scale of duties aa Eastern Canada.' -It is 
scarcely to be hoped that the Canadian 
Qoverament would now consent, in 
partial compensation for i)ast disap- 
pointments in the matter of railway 
construction, to allow British (Jolumbia 
£0 return to thetariffcondition that pre- 
vailed at the time of Confederationj but 
there is no reason to doubt that should the 
tariQ' be greatly increased on goods 
that are not now manufactured or pro- 
duced in this Province, serious incon- 
venience and loss to tho consumer 
would bo occasioned by the necessity 
that would arisefor freightingthe goods 
from Canada to Victoria. Until a line 
of sailei's shall have been put on be- 
tween Montreal or Ilalifa.xand Victoria, 
or tho Canada Pacific Pailway shall 
have been completed, freigiits will boar 
very heavily on this community, and 
for the next year or two the people of 
Columbia will pay much higher prices 
for Canadian manufactured goods than 
the people of other parts of tho Do- 
minion. It is to bring this fact to the 
notice of tho Canadian Government 
and to jioint out the class of articdes 
that should be exempted from increas- 
ed duties that Sir. McGillivray has 
introduced his resolution. Wo would 
urge on the committee jironipt action. 
Ten days can scarcely elaji.so before tho 
Finance Minister will make his Budget 
Speech at Ottawa, and tho unsatisfac- 
tory condition in which British Colum- 
bia will in some respects bo placed by 
the new tariff, cannot be too quickly 
brought to tho notice of the Federal 
Government. Tho committee should 
report not later than Tuesday cr 
Wednesday, and under suspension of 
the rules an address of tho House 
might go forward by telogi'aph on 
Thursday or Friday,

Bkrlik, Feb. 7. — It is raported that 
tho German mini.ster at Copenhagen 
has boon recalled.

Lo.VDOX, Feb. 7. — It is estimated 
that from thirty to thirty-five thousand 
men are now on strike at Spool De- 
meanor. Tho crowd during the day 
was most threatening. In consequence 
of tiio sailors joining the strikers the 
laborcr.s employed in the jirovisioii 
trade also struck at Waterloo Dock, 
broke up the staging and did much da- 
mage. After their expulsion by the 
police they endeavored to storm the 
gates /it Princes Dock. The mob board- 
ed the bark Cora from Wilmington, 
N.C., wJiicli was unloading her cargo 
of rosin, aad extinguished the fires in 
tho donkey engines and cut tlio hoist- 
ing gear.. This mob numbered about 
3000. Smaller mobs are terrorizing 
the laborers at Queen's, Nelson's and 
Bramloy Works. Tho police were re- 
inforced last night, especially near the 
sailor's home. A number of laborers 
sent to Liverpool from Wolverhamp- 
ton were compelled to return by threats 
of murder. 

Stuttgart, Feb. 7. — The Wurtem- 
burg Chamber of Deputies, by a vote 
of 2.5 to 22, ])assed a resolution expres- 
sing the conviction that tlio l!eiclist:ig 
will be unable to maintain the freedom 
of speech of it.s member.s.

Professor Klcbs, of Prague, describes 
in tho Med. Chir. Contralblalt, No, 22, 
a series of experiments performed on 
himself arid other per.sons to test the 
efficacy. of benzoatc of soda in destroy- 
ing the formation of microscopic fungi 
in tlie body. He has found that it 
procured relief in several cases of ga.s- 
tric catarrh and other diseases which" 
are often noticed in peisons who work 
a great deal among decomposed organic 
substances. In order, however, to be 
quite cert:Lin of tho untisc]3tic or anti- 
iiiycetie ])ower of this drug, it was ne- 
cessary to lind out whether, when in- 
troduced into the body' of a healthy 
animal, it would enable it to resist in- 
fection. Diphtheritic m'em'branes'^ere 
accordingly soaked for some time in 
Buchholt's solution, then mi.xcd with 
benzoate of .soda and inoculated upon 
the surface of several healthy animals, 
bfVhich some had previously received 
a hypodermic injection of the above- 
mentioned substance. It was then 
siiown that, in some animals which had 
had the injection, the diphtheritic mem- 
brane was destroyed in ten minutes, 
whilst it still could ho seen in the eyes 
of the others two hours after tho oper- 
ation. Klebs has administered benzo- 
ate of soda in doses varying from five 
grammes to hi.s patients, who never ex- 
perienced tho least inconvenience from 
it. — British Medical Journal.

The Halifax Meporter says: — The 
greatest sensation of the Lour is the 
discovery of the so-called sugar fraud.s. 
It is an immense swindle, of propor- 
tions little less than that of the credit 
mobilier, and one by whjch the con- 
sumers oi sugar have been defrauded 
and" poisoned, and the U. S. Govern- 
ment swindled on an immense scale 
for years. The discovei^' of this, one 
of the gi-ossest outrages ever known, is 
duo to the vigilance and indomitable 
pluck of the New York Star, a paper 
which has by this one stroke entitled 
itself to the gratitude of a nation. 

Sugar is of two kinds, cano-sugar and 
grape-sugar. The former is made from 
cane, the other is a chemical product 
from tho action of an acia upon any 
starch-bearing body. If corn be ground 
and boiled with a small portion of acid, 
a chemical re-action takes place, by 
which the starch of tho corn is changed 
into grape-sugar, a heavy, nou-crystaliz- 
ablo substance resembliug sugar in 
all respects, except in the power of 
crystalization, and in the sweetening 
process. A bushel of corn ought at 
least to yield 40 pounds of sugar. This 
sugar is largely used in Germany, in 
the manufacture of beers and liquors, 
but it has remained for American in- 
genuity to use it for the adulteration of 
cane-sugar. It sells at only 3i cents 
per pound, and as much us 200 pounds 
have been found in a single hogshead of 
commercial sug;ir. This adulteration 
is 30 e.ttensive that probably three- 
fourths of commercial sugar is adulter- 
ated, and consumers swindled to tho 
extent of thediU'erence between 3^ cents 
and 8, 9 and 10 cents. 

But not only is this adulteration a 
means of fr.iud, but new processes 
have been introduced into the manu- 
facture by which tho slow and costly 
process of clarification by blood and 
filteration through boneblack or animal 
charcoal have been replaced by rapid 
chemical processes, in which one of the 
most poisonous substances, muriate of 
tin, add* poison to adulterations. Those 
frauds have driven genuine sugar manu- 
facturers to suspension or bankruptcies 
and tho whole Eastern sugar manusac- 
tnrcs havo.passed into the hands of a 
ring. 

But not only havo consumers been 
thus systematically defrauded and pois- 
oned, but the Government also has 
been swindled too, it is said, to the 
tune of §10,000,000 a year. Tho vio- 
dus operandi is simply this: — Sugars 
imjiorced are graded, and pay according 
to grade. The sugar refiners have been 
in the habit of importing low grade 
sucars, ivlining and exporting -the 
same, Tho government allov/s a large 
rebate on all imported sugars exported, 
and hence the refiners adulterating the 
sugar have actually made tho Govern- 
ment pay a tax on all the adulterated 
sugar they have shipped. The whole 
sugar industry is therefore a gigantic 
swindle, taking millions yearly out of 
the government, and adding wholesale 
murder to wholesale theft, by poison- 
ing a nation with adulterants and drugs. 
The New York Siar began an investi- 
gation some months ago, and it has 
pushed it to coibjaletion, and Congress 
and the people have been aroused, and 
the great fraud blocked. This is only 
another illustration of the fact that the 
newspaper is the Argus-eyed defender 
of the rights and liberties of the people. 
As adulteration of sugars is widespread 
it should create a demand for raw 
sugars at homo, and especially of syrups 
which aro far more easily adulterated 
with grape sugar than sugar itself. It 
is very doubtful if there is a pound of 
pure sugar which has been brought 
from the East, in the market ; and the 
use of the adulterated article is telling 
heavily on public health, especially of 
infants, into whose food . sugar enters 
largely. 

Almsoivinc, — The times are bad. 
Every one is nuffering. Is it not there- 
fore the dictate of prudence to think of 
the future and save one's money? This 
is what prudence suggests ; a prudence 
which deserves reproof ; a carnal pru- 
dence, and tjio enemy of God. That 
all aro suffering and inconvenienced I 
admit. Never was pride, never was 
luxury, greater than it is lo-dny. Who 
knows whether it is not for this that 
(!od is chasti.iing us ? God, I say, who, 
; ccorJing to the Scripture, holds the 
jjour, proud man in abhorrence I But 
once more, I want to say it, the times 
are bad. And what are we to conclude 
from that? If everybody is suffering, 
do not tho poor sufler? And if the 
ordinary sufl'erings of the poor are 
found among the rich, to what a depth 
of distress um.st the poor themselves he 
reduced? To whom does it belong as a 
duty to assist those who suffer more, 
so much as to them who suffer less? Do 
you therefore, reason well when you 
say that you have a right to hold back 
your superfluity because times are bad? 
It is just on that account j'ou cannot 
keep it back without heinous ain, and 
that you lie under a special obligation 
to give it away." 

Every event which hajipens in the 
royal family of England has its tradi- 
tional souvenir in the memory of the 
London tradesman. When the Prince 
of Wales was thought to be near death, 
one of tho great London shop- 
keepers, while mourning with the 
rest of the people, still, amid all his 
sorrow managed to secure, in case of 
tho Prince's demise, a gigantic con- 
signment of black gloves. Tho Prince 
happily recovered, and the poor shop- 
keeper was well-nigh ruined. 

The man whoso lame back prevents 
him from splitting a stick of wood or 
building a fire is ono who leads the at- 
tack on a pile of ten cords of wood to 
help'uncovei- and kill a frightened rab- 
bit.
